To the Ediiur of the Yeoman : 

Dz.iv. Sir: I received from Dr. David D. 
Owen, Slate Geologist, a brief preliminary re- 
port of the mineral resources in a few of the 
South western counties. The information con- 
tained in the report 1 deem of importance to 
those owning laud in that region of the State, 
and to the country generally. I therefore re- 
quest you to publish it in your paper. 

Tift quantity of coal in the counties of Hop- 
kins and Muhlenburj? and the adjoining coun- 
try surpasses the most sanguine expectations of 
those best acquainted with the country. The 
matter eoutained iu this report will make known 
to the people some of the advantages that will 
result from a geological survey of the Slate. 
This survey properly carried out will he worth 
millions to Kentucky. I have every eoniidence 
that the patriotism and good sense of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, will not allow this great work 
to stop until they have a minute and thorough 
geological survey of the entire State. Dr. Owen 
is devoting himself with zeal and industry to 
the work before hira. He is fully mainlaiuinK

South-Western coal field of Kentucky, from the 
sources of Tradcwater river, in Hopkins coun-

The specimen analysed was Rejected from the 
lower part of the bed which is the most solid 
and brightest portion.

This coal lies from 5 to 15 feet beneath a 
heavy bed of sandstone, which forms a con- 
spicuous land matk iu the high grounds lying 
between the heads of Oauey Fork of Tradcwater 
and the sources of Drake's creek, flowing into 
Green river. 'Die surface of this coal presents 
iridescent hues with lainituu of selenite rim 
ning in a kind of net work through the joints 
intermixed with some ochrous powder. Vet it 
affords but a snlall quantity of ashes; but slight- 
ly coherent in burning. So far as the chemical 
examination has yet been carried for determin- 
ing the properties of the above described coals, 
this bed indicates the largest amount of fixed 
carbon iu the coke.

53 naces working the black band, in the parish of 
Old Monklands, four at Clyde, and two at Go 
van. Mushet considers that the thirtv-three 
blast furnaces now working this kind of iron 
stone in the neighborhood of Glasgow, made 
weekly, about the year 1839,3000 tons of iron, 
consuming weekly 0000 tons of raw ore. less 
than 'JOOu tons of coal and J000 tons of lime 
.stone; while, previous lo the introduction of the 
improved methods of working adopted about 
that time, it would have required 30,000 tons of 
coal, ironstone and limestone, to produce the 
above mentioned weekly quantity ; thus effect 
ing a saving of 1 1.000 tons it Week, or upwards 
of 3j£ tons of materials iu the manufacture of 
one ton of pig iron, over the old method. 

The two beds of black baud ore worked in 
the parish of Monkland, average together 14 
inches, yielding from 30 to 40 per cent, from 
the raw ore. and front 60 to 70 from the roasted 
ore. It is believed that this description of ore 
in Kentucky will fully equal if not exceed the 
Scotch ore in maguitute, area, and perhaps also 
in yield. And I feel confident that the detailed 
survey will discover it in many more localities, 
both iu the above counties and elsewhere, fol- 
lowing the course of the snme formation. 

Fortunately, too, it appears to be accompa- 
nied by one, if not two, beds of limestone, not 
immediately overlying it, but in such a position 
that there is every, reason to believe that one or 
Other of these beds will be found within con 
venient distance. 

Yet I ha black band is but a fraction in thick- 
ness of the other varieties of iron ores which 
these Kentucky coal measures afford. 

In Huhlenborg and Hopkins counties, the 
argillaceous shales which almost immediately 
overlie the black band, are often exceedingly 
rich iu argillaceous iron ore. and the ordinary 
varieties of carbonate of the protoxide of iron; 
ami similar iron ore occurs iu both counties, iu 
a higher geological position, viz: in the lighter 
colored shales that overlie the black shales 
forming the roof of coal No. 5; also under a 
bed of limestone that is situated about 90 to 100 
feet above the black baud. The clay ironstone 
is mostly iu the state of kiduey shaped segre- 
gations disseminated through the shales which 
scale up and exhibit the concentric latuinte of 
which they are formed. 

On the waters of Batist creek an ore bank of 
this description occurs from two and a half to 
three feet thick, which supplies much of the ore 
lifted at the»Buckiier iron works when iu opera 
tint;.

No. 2 and No. G of the Kentucky coais will 
compare favorably with the analyses here citsch 
I'iie whiteness ami small quantity of ashes ob 
tamed from the Kentucky coals is to be par- 
ticularly observed, since it proves purity and 
freedom from earthy matter — a wry essential 
property in the coals to be used for manufactur- 
ing purposes. 

It is true that in the amount of fixed carbon, 
they fall short of the scmi-bilumiuous coals of

The mineral wealth of Muhleiiburg and Hop 
kins counties is by no means confuted to coal 
alone.

ompletion of the railroads in contemplation. 
Then again the success of a railroad depends 
in a great measure on the freights it may de- 
rive from such ai tides as coal and iron which, 
the country it traverses may prouuee; so that 
• ach business mutually oenet'iw the other. And 
it often happens, 1 beltovc, that a railroad which 
tit lust lots to depend solely upon paaaaugsjr 
transportation ami freights on ordinary articles 
ol merchandise, does but a poor business, when, 
soon as it laps a coal or iron region iu suc- 
cess is rapid and substantial. 

In this connection permit me here to reeord a 
few facts relative lo the discovery of the black 
bund iu Scotland, ami the introditctiou ofHhe 
ore to the attention of iron masters, which will 
perhaps brine; thu importance of the coal and 
iron trade more direclly home to the citizens of 
Kentucky than many longer dissertations. 

After the process became fairly understood hy 
which this variety of iron ore was finally suc- 
cessfully manufactured into pig-iron, about the 
year ItiUl, furnaces for its reduction sprung up 
rapidly iu every direction, where the ore Was t.f 
good quality and accessible. This new imps 
Ills to the iron Hade not only enriched the iron 
masters who worked the ore, but immediately 
immensely increased the value of ihe lands un- 
derlaid by ibis ore. For instance: "The estate 
of Airtlrie, in Scotland, returned to the propri 
etor, (who is, 1 believe, a citizen of Kentucky,! 
for royalty on the 'black band,' twelve thousand 
Doiinds sterling annually." In otiier words the 
owner of this stale received an income of twelve 
tlic'usand pounds merely for tho mining right 
or privilege granted to work the black band ore; 
"whereas, before in discovery not one shilling 
of sfinssral rent was obtained !.'" 

"The lordships payable upou the raw iron- 
stone alotie are from six pence to four shillings 
and three pence per ton; and, on the roasted 
ore, from four shillings to eight shillings aix 
peuce per ton-' 

"A furnace which with Aof blast would make 
from the common argillaceous ore sixty tons of 
pig-iron weekly, would, with the black baud 
ironstone, manufacture from ctguty to ninety 
tons."
